Adroit and keen as he is in argue- 
ment, Mr, Bennett was kept busy for | 
a while answering numerous questions 
from the bench, Chief Justice Harvey | 
und Justice Simmons, Scott and Beck | 
each taking a hand in the discussion.

Mr. Vernon Hartshorn is one of the 
representatives of the South Wales 
miners, and is regarded as the leader 
of the forward school, He-is a man 
of undoubted ability. He unsuccess- 
fully econtestéd the Mid- -Glamorgan 
division as a Labor candidate at the 
last general election, being defeated 
by a Liberal, In his article he says: 

There are many people, like , Sir 
Frederick Banbury, M.P., whose eon- 
ception of the wage-earning conditions 
of colliery workers is remarkably 
crude and naive. Sit Frederick Ban- 
bury declares that the miners as a 
class are-‘the bes! po'd class of labor- 
ers in this or any other country,” 
and he seems to ‘be‘overcome with as- 
tonishment at ihe unrest among ithese 
bloated plutocrats of labor. 

1 frequently wonder how it 
such people can not see that 
talk about “the best paid 
Guite beside the mark in face of the 
demands the miners and other col 
liery workers are making. Instead 
of making sweeping assertions which 
have no pyacticui application in this 
crigis, let them for a moment try to 
master the facts of the present agita- 
tion.* The colliery workers are ask- 
ing for moderate minima, graded to 
meet the economic conditions pecu- 
liar to the different coal fields. 

The highest minimum asked for by 
the miners is 7s 6d a day, which is 
not an extravagant wage in these days 
of high prices, and when You take into 
account the hardships and risks of 
the miners’ callings The majority of 
miners earn considerably more Whan 
this atypresent and there must obvi- 
ously be some cause other than “pure 
cussvdness” which has driven them to 
support a minimum wage of not more 
than 7s. 6d. per day, The cause is 
that although there are large nuni- 
bers of miners earning more. than 
thawage at present, there are many 
others who through no fault of their 
own, fail to earn tat amount, and the 
real question at issue {s not as to whe- 
ther ministers as a class sre well 
paid, ‘but as to whether existing con- 
ditions of payment enable every 
honest and competent workman who

A Substitute for “Gratuities,” 


The present system does not do so, 
The ease for the miner is on a differ- 
ent looting from that of most of the 
other workers in a coal mine. He is 
paid a fixed sum upon every 
ton of coa! that he sends out of the 
pit. If he nieets with conditions 
which prevent him Gending out coal 
in good quantity his earnings fall, and 
they may go so low as to mean prac- 
tically starvation for the miner and 
his family. Iie May meet with ad- 
verse natural conditions in his work-

ing place. He may meet with a geo- 
logical fault, in which he may lose 
the vein of coal for some time, the 


strata may present such difficulties 
as to prevent his getting out the coal 
on which his wages depend, or the 
coal may be so soft as to prevent his 
getting out sufficient “clean large 
coal” to give him a fatr living wage.

The minimum wage prineiple is by 
no means unknown in the mining in- 
dustry, for practically all the. other 
classes of workmen included in the 
national campaign of the Miners’ 
Federation of Great Britiin, 
haulers, riders, laborers, ete., are em- 
ployed at a fixed, day wage; but in 
many instances these rates are miser- 
ably low, and there are thousands of 
colliery workers who have to support 
families on a pound a week or less. 
The rates of these classes also vary 
in an extraordinery degree in the 
different colferies, and the object of 
the Miners’ Federation of Great Bri- 
tain is to egtablish a standard mini- 
mum for each class, which shall be 
recognized as the standdrd district 
rates, At bottom the workmen's de- 
mand is that the wages and welfare 
of the worker shall be the first claim 
upon the Industry.
